They received notice 
from the city hall by the same mat} that they 
must stop violating the saloon closing lew. 

Johnzon’'s saloon license subsequently was 
revoked. Tearney, ie still free to keep his 
Thirty-fifth street dive open as late as the 
patrons willstay. — 

Johneon is now under indictment five times 
for the ruin of Belle Schreiber, These indict- 
ments followed the grand jury’s investiga- 
tion of Johnson's association with Lacille 
Cameron, the white girl whom Johnsom has 
aince married. 

Johneon and Tearney, 

Johnson and Tearney have been close com- 
panions for a long time, and everything wes 
arranged for the alderman to go on the 
negro’s bond when he was arrested in con- 
nection with the Cameron case. But Téarney 
changed his mind at the last minute because 
of * public sentiment.” 

The girl's mother said—and the testimony 
before the United States grand jury indicates 
—that Lucille Cameron and her companion, 
Catherine Simpson, now a fugitive, both 
drifted to the downward path after their 
“ initiation” Into the wine course at Ald. 
Tearney’s joint. Laecllle’s testimony also 
showed that other young girls have frequent- | 
ed Tearney’s. 


Downfall Started at Tearney’a, 

When the Cameron girl, aged 18, came to 
Chicago from Minneapolis to visit Miss Simp- 
son and to get a position somewhere as a 
stenographer, neither she nor her mother 
knew Miss Simpson was living at the house of 
F’. BE, Danielson, a saloonkeeper. 

Danielson, a political henchman for Tear- 
ney, and Mrs. Danielson made themselves 
agreeable to the two girls and took them over 
to Tearney’s for a social evening. 

The two girls there spread their circle of 
friends to include Catherine Dorsey, wife of 
one of Tearney’s barkeepers. It was at Tear- 
ney’s that Lucille met Perry 8. Bauer, the 
wealthy chemist. The original information 
in the hande of the government investigators 
was that it wae Bauer who first took Lucille 
to Jack Johnson's resort on Thirty-first 
street. Subsequent developments, however, 
showed it was Lucille whe invited Bauer to 
Jack Johnson's and that Laicille had pre- 
viously Been introduced into the ways of 
Johnaon’s resort by Saloonkeeper Danielson, 
henchman for Tearney. 


Dorsey Woman’s Share. 

It now develops that the Dorsey woman, 
wife of Tearney’s bartender, was the mys- 
terloue “ Jeannette Dorr’’ who for weeks 
was sought as the woman who‘ imported” 
Lucile to Chicago from Minneapols. Bus 
the case involving Johnaon with the Cameron 
gir! broke down because it could not be shown 
that anybody “ imported” her for unlawful 
purposes, but that she strayed only after she 
began patronizing Aki. Tearney’s joint. 

Mrs. Dorsey finally Induced Lucille to quit 
the Danielaons and take up her residence at 
the Dorsey house at 4048 Grand boulevard. 
It was here that Joaleon visited the gtri who 
is now his wife. Mra. Dorsey during three 
weeks evaded the United States officers, who 
carried a warrant for her. Her arrest took 
place in a barn at Forty-third street and 
Grand boulevard. 

Tearney Interested in Johnson Bar. » 

It is currently reported that Tearney took 
a friendly interest in the Johnson saloon. 
At any rate Johnson used to break the 1 
o’clock closing ordinance with impunity, and 
Tearney was wont to “ square”’ it.

Not only are murders, robberies, and other 
felonies increasing year by year in Chicago 
but the lesser crimes are fast reaching the 
point of intolerability.  . = 

In THe TRIBUNE on Jan. 1 and 2 it was 
shown that murder has Increased 40 per cent 
in five years, and robbery has increased 53 per 
cem, ; 
Misdemeanors have been running up at a 
faster gait. The number of misdemeanor 
warrants has more than doubled in the last 
eight years. The number in 1912 was 35 per 
cent more than in 1911 and 60 per cent more 
than in 1910, 


List the Miedemeanora 

These figures are from the official siatis- 
tios of the Municipal court. That tribunal 
lists as misdemeanors violations of the state 
law for which e@ jail sentence, a term in the 
bridewell, or a fine are the punishments. 

Among the more prominent offenses in this 
class are: Abandonment of wife and chikiren,

stolen property, selling cocaine, employment

The records of the Municipal court show 
that about 40 per cent of the misdemeanor 
charges regult in convictions. The tendency 
to impose fines rather than imprison those 
found gulity has been marked during the last 
few years Many of those who are fined can- 
not pay and land in the bridewellto work out 
their fines according to the criminal judges 
of the Municipal court. From 16 to 19 per 
cent have been imprisoned in the last five 
years and from 22 to 26 per cent fined. 


Felony Charges Fail. 
The record in this class of cases is used by 
Chief Justice Olson as an argument in favor 
of giving the court jurisdiction in felony 
cases. 
“ Originally the Municipal court had juris- 
diction in felonies,” said Chief Justice Olson. 
“Tt was intended that the court should have 
that jurisdiction and M. was placed in the 
law. There wae some defect in the statute, 
however, and that authority was taken away 
from the court. 
“For years the public has been clamoring 
about the delay of justice—especially of crim- 
inal justice. If the Municipal court had juris- 
diction in felonies this is what would happen. 
The police, as now, would get a warrant for 
a burglar or they would catch him in the 
act and arrest him without a warrant. His 
case would be called the next morning and 
he would be placed on trial. He would. be 
found guilty or not gullty within an hour or 
two. 
Under Present System. 

“ Under the present system the burglar is 
arrested. The hext morning he gets a pre- 
liminary*hearing. Suppose the judge is con- 
vinced that he should be held to the Criminal 
court.

Battle Against Change in Depre- 
ciation Charges Lost by 
6 to 2 Vote. 


Charges that the faction now in control 
of the sanitary district will wreck the busi- 
ness built up by the McOormick régime were 
made by the minority members following a 
radical chenge made in depreciation charges 
yeeterday at the regular meeting of the board 
of trustees. 

Following are the changes in depreciatior 
charges brought about by the amendment to 
the ordinance on rules and regulations:

Fight New Schedule.

“ By changing these depreciation figures 
we will load a burden of $500,000 on the 
power plant,”’ said Trustee Clark. “ Private 
power plants already have called the dis- 
trict’s power house ea failure. If we are 
loaded down with this new schedule they 
will be able to point toit as the most colossal 
failure as a municipally controled plant the 
world has ever known. It will lead to-the 
wrecking of our business. 

“ The power house is brick, stone, and iron. 
There is no depreciation to speak of there. 
The machinery all will last longer than you 
figure th thie new schedule.”

The rejection of the provision in the police 
reorganization ordinance which would have 
put dance halls and other places of amuse- 
ment under the ingpection of the civilian 
deputy superintendent of police was dic- 
tated by considerations which may frankly 
be said to constitute aldermanic cowardice. 

The people who form the United Societies 
and the people who supported the inspection 
provision of the ordinance needed only an 
understanding of each other’s purposes to 
be in complete accord, but it serves the 
purpose of the liquor business to prevent 
any such an understanding and to make 
the peoples of the United Societies believe 
that any attempt to protect amusements 
ageinst viciousness is an insidious assault

There ie now abundant law to reach 
every condition which needs inspection, but 
the inspection provision would have made 
it difficult for police indifference to tolerate 
the existence of places and the continuance 
of practices hurtful to the morals of the city. 
The United Societies holds no brief for such 
places and will make no defense of them. 

Ald. Kunz is frequently as frank as he 
was in the council Monday night if not al- 
ways socommendably so.

“sll the forces that oppose the Reosevelt 
conservation policy and the present adminis- 
tration of the public domain by Secretary of 
the Interior Fisher are rallying for a su- 
preme effort to gain their ends under the 
incoming Democratic administration.” 

There can be no doubt of this. The op- 
portunity for the privilege grabber and the 
short sighted local community to break 
down efficient conservation will come at the 
next congress if ever, and nothing is more 
certain than that a combined assault will 
be made. 

The brightening of the hopes of the anti 
conservationists has its source in the 
strength of the state rights tradition among 
the old line Democrats. While the Repub- 
licans were in power, in spite of the fact 
that special privilege had far too many 
representatives within the party lines, the 
general tendency of the party thought waa 
nationalistic. That has been a chief ele 
ment in its strength and perhaps the domi- 
nantfactor in its achievement.

“ Failing in inducing the national govern- 
ment to open the public domain on this prin- 
ciple, they will endeavor to obtain legisia- 
tion granting to the several states the nat- 
ural resources on public lands within their 
boundaries. They contend that the benefit 
of the development should accrue to the 
citizens of the individual states in which the 
public domain constitutes so large a part. 

“ The strict conservationists contend that 
congress can provide for immediate develop- 


ment ofthe natural resources on the leasing | 


plan whereby any private interest could 
make a reasonable profit without depriving 
the people of adequate compensation.” 

Conservation, though probably weakened 
by the increase of conventional! state rights 
men in congress, has been strengthened ino 
another direction by the sane and reason- 
able policy developed by Secretary Fisher 
during his term of office. Mr. Fisher has 
sympathized patently with the desire of the 
west to develop its resources with expedi- 
tion. Hehas conceived of true conservation 
in terms of prompt use. He has drawn 
the line at selfish exploitation. In other 
words, his work has shown to every fair- 
minded man that the national government 
has a useful and necessary part stil] to 
play in the pres¢fvation of our natural re- 
sources and both can and does take into con- 
sideration legitimate local needs and am- 
bitions. 

- The coming danger lies in the indifference 
of‘general public opinion. Organized inter. 
est will bring a focused influence to bea: 
on congress, and focused influence is pow- 
erful, indeed. It must be counteracted by 
enlightened opinion throughout the nation.

Dr. Franklin H. Martin of Chicago 

sent an informal invitation, through 

medical journals and. otherwise, to 

the surgeons of North America to 

come to Chicago to witness the clinics of 

the men at the yarious hospitals. This in- 

Vitation resulted in astounding attend- 

ance of 1,500 men. men were so de- 

lighted with the idea and the Chicago sur- 

geons made good in such a way that it was 

decided to effect a pe nt organization. 

This was rete done, and the or- 

ganization was named “ The Clinical Con- 

gress of Surgeons of North America.” Dr. 

A. J. Ochsner ‘was elected the first presi- 
dent. 

The Chicago rneeting, a two weeks’ ees- 
sion, was held Nov. 7 to 19,1910. Atthat 
meeting it was decided to meetin Phila- 
delphia in November, 1911. The Phila- 
delphia meeting resulted in another triumph, 
there being 1,500 doctors in attendance. At 
the Philadelphia meeting clinica were not 
only held during the day but meetings were 
held during the evening. They were largely 
attended and much valuable information 
was gained’ by the discussion of topics, sur- 
gical and otherwise. 


The third aii aa was held in New York 
City on Nov. 11 to 19, 1912. In point of 
ecientific interest and numbers in attend- 
ance, 2,500 being present, it was a great suc- 
cess. The work done was extremely com- 
prehensive in,its scope and unusually at- 
tractive from a scientific standpoint. The 
daily work included numerous operations 
and demonstrations in radiology, experi- 
mental surgery, surgical pathology, and kin- 
dred subjects. 
and Brooklyn vied with each other in their 
clinical work and the highest compliment we 
can pay them is, “ They made good.” 

The leading hospitals and medical schools 
of the two great cities, New York and Brook- 
lyn, opened their doors to the congress and 
every branch of surgery was covered. 
Operations in general surgery and special 
surgery were done in great numbers each 
day dufing the session from morning to 
night. 

The congress serves a good purpose to the 
surgeons of the country, and, through them, 
it serves a good purpose to the citigens. 
It does this by bringing the surgeons in rural 
districts into closer contact with the sur- 
geons of the larger centers by affording 
the younger surgeons an opportunity to 
demonstrate their ability as teachers and 
clinicians, and by making it possible for 
the leaders.in surgical work to lay before 
the world, especially the medical and ‘sur- 
gical world, new thoughts garnered in a 


practical way.

In the throne 
room of his palace at Brussels there 
ig no throne, and In that portion of 
the great state apartment where the throne 
used to be there is merely a long row of gilt 
chairs, identical in appearance with one ah- 
other. and which are reserved for the foreign 
ambassadors and ministers, for the cabinet 
officers, and for the gregé dignitaries of state 
and their wives. Those of the king and queen 
are in no sense different from any of the 
others 
Perhaps the only thing that is not demo- 
cratic at the court of Brussels is that a cer- 
tain apartment, known as the blue salon, is 
restricted to the use of a limited number of 
personal friends and associates of the king 
and queen. 
These are all of them members of the old

and most blue blooded Belgian nobility, most 
of them belonging to the mediatized families 
of continental! Europe—that isto say, to fam- 
ilies which exercised petty sovereign sway 
prior to the overthrow of the Holy Roman 
empire by the first Napoleon in 1806. 

They include the Dukes and Princes of 
Ligne, Arenberg, and Croy: also the De 
Merodes, the Caramans and Chimays. the 
D’ Ursels, the members of which have also far 
centuries been Barons of Hoboken; and iast, 
but not least, the D’Oultremonts, who are not 
a mediatized family, but who nevertheless 
have heen for a hundred rears closely asso- 
ciated with the reigning dynasties of Belgium 
and Holland.

Mrs. Gardner Murdock, wife of the livery- 
man, said today that.her husband had dled 
sult for $50.000 aguinst Edey, alleging alien- 
ation of wifely affection. 

Neighbors ef the pair believe that the 
alienation suit. coupled with the hewspaper 
reports regarding the alleged elopement of 
Mrs. Edey and the NMveryman, upmt tne 
former broker and led him to his desperate 
act. 


Keeps Away from Town, 

Gardner Murdock, the liveryman who fig- 
ured in the reports, has been in Bellport only 
once since the reported elopement, which wag 
alleged to have taken place the latter part of 
last July. It is said that he is pow conducting 
a hotel on Staten Island. 

His wife, who is the daughter of Henry C. 
Corwin, the postmaster here, and who digap- 
peared about the timie that Mrs. Edey and Mr. 
Murdock were discovered to be missing from 
Bellport, has been spending the Christmas 
holideys with her parents.

ALLIES ARE OBDURATE. 


Would Rather End Parley. than 
Renounce Spoils They Claim 
Through Victories. 


LONDON, Jan. 2—The plenipotentiaries to 
the peace conference enjoyed a day of gen- 
eral relaxation. Even the meeting of the 
ambassadors was purely academic, as al! 


j agreed that yesterday's advances by Tur- 


key had changed the situation to such an 
extent that they must await corresponding 
instructions from their respective govern- 
ments, 

The Turks continue to declare that their 
concessions have surpassed any logical ex- 
pectation, but that now they cannot at any 
cogt cede an inch more. 

On the other hand, the allies with unani- 
mous voice and compact front maintain that 
they would rather end the conference than 
renounce what they claim is due them by 
right of their victories. 


Both Sides Sparring. 
That the game is being played on both 
sides is evident. The Turks emphasize the 


| ¢normous importance of what they have 


ceded, which Im reality is only what they 
have lost, and what, independently of the 
allies, not even the powers would allow them 
to reconquer. 

The allies on the other hand belittle the 
Turkish concessions, as they desire defi- 
nitely to settle forever their differences with 
the Ottoman empire. ; 


Struggle to Be Bitter. 

The struggle certainly now will be bitter 
between the Turke and the allies. The for- 
mer are threatening to appeal to the tribunal 
of Europe, the latter are threatening to 
resume the war. 

It is expected, however, that relief from 
this situation may result from the meeting 
of the ambassadors, to whose fudgment 
probably both Turkey and the allies will 
submit, if they decide unanimously what 
the fate of the islands must be.

COMBAT LASTS AN HOUR. 


Clash Results from Political Quarrel 
in Hungarian Parliament. 


BUDAPEST, Hungary, Jan. 2.-Count 
Michael Karolyi, a prominent member of the 
opposition in the Hungarian lower house, was 
severely wounded by Count Stephan Tisza, 
speaker of the lower house, in a duel with 
sabers which took place here today. 

Count Tisza also was cut on the hands. 

The duel lasted an hour, during which thir- 
ty-two bouts were fought. It was brought 
to a conclusion only by the exhaustion of the 
combatants who separated without being rec- 
onciled. 

The combat arose out of a political quarrel, 
and’ President Tisga’s stern repression of the 
recent disorders in parliament in which Count 
Karolyi was conspicuous. 


Insult Passed at Club. 

On New Year's day, while entering the 
National club at Budapest, Tisza met Count 
Karolyi and offered him his hand. The lat- 
ter refused to accept it and ostentatiously 
put his hands into his pockets. He said after 
What had happened in parliament it would 


be useless for him to pretend to be a friend 4 


of Herr Tieza. 

The latter regarded this as an insult and 
issued a challenge toa duel. The conditions 
were that the men should fight until one or 
the other was .disabled. The ‘weapons 
named were cavalry sabers instead of the 
usual rapiers, 


Tisza Has Better of It. 

Herr Tisza, who ts unusually agile for a 
man of his age, had the better of the argu- 
ment throughout, for the reason that Count 
Karolyi Is big and heavy. 

Count Karolyi received several cuts, and 
just as the forty-second bout was started he 
was severely slashed and so disabled that 
the doctors stopped the encounter, and the 
combatants, who had not been reconciled, 
were carried away.

Opens Vials of Wrath on Editor; 
Apologizes for Past Attacks 
on Colleagues. |

Washington, D. C., Jan. 2~[Special. }— 
Joseph Weldon Bailey, United States senator 
from Texas, played in the senete chamber 
today the role of savior of his country. 

Advertised as his farewell appearance, he 
attracted a big crowd, mostly of the feminine 
persuasion, which relished the melodious 
voice of this well graced actor, the gestures 
happily timed, which charmed the eye, and 
the erudition he displayed in discussing the 
views entertained by the founders of the 
government. 

It Metened for four hours to Mr. Bailey’s 
defense of the system adopted by the fathers, 
to his presentation of the evils of “ new na- 
tionalism,”’ ‘and to his exhortation that the 
country turn back 126 years end give up the 
new theories of government which it has 
adopted or which are being advocated. 


Calls “Rule of People’ Myth. 

Senator Balley wanted the dead past re- 
stored and the aggressive and militant pres 
ent and future forgotten. 

He acclaimed representative government 
of the kind in which he believes as the only 
perfect government for man, declared that 
the “‘ rule of the people "’ was a myth created 
and urged by such.ambitious politiciang as 
Roosevelt and Boutne and impossible of 
achievement in a nation such as ours, 

Then he visited the fire of his denunciation 
upon the principles of the inftiative and ref- 
erendum and woman's suffrage. 

Bailey had let it be known that heintended 
to resigh finally today. He explained that 
he had reconsidered his determination to 
resign at the conclusion of his speech be- 
cause it might look as if he were “ seeking 
notoriety ’; that he will do so In a couple 


‘of days. 


Neverthelees Bailey desired every one to | 


know that the speech today was really his 
farewell to public Hfe. He said so in the 
course of his remarks, as if he understood 
the great lose the nation will suffer through 
his absence from congress. 

Newspapers Target for Attack. 

Forgetting that the farewell address of 
Washington, which was serving as his pat- 
tern, breathed the spirit of good feeling and 
brotherly love, he let looge the vials of his 
wrath upon the newspapers, and especially 
William Randotph Hearst. 

He claimed the newspapers were responsi- 
ble for the popular distrust of the senate and 
of public men. 

He denounced Hearst as “ a more’ pervert, 


a political degenerate, a physical coward, a - 


miserable dog.” and as a receiver of stolen 
goods. 

Mr. Bailey apologized to hie colNeagues for 
anything he had said which reflected upon or 
angered them. 

Ané then, surrounded by the faithful, with 
Senator Paynter, who also supported Lori- 
mer and Lorimerism, breathing in his ears a 
rhapsody of approval of what had been said, 
Bailey left the senate chamber to return an- 
other day and perhaps to make another 
speech. 

Senator Bailey’s speech began with a kgal 
argument and tended to Prove thet the 
framers of our government, Madieon, Hamil- 
ton, Jefferson, Pinckney, and a long line of 
men who were identified with the construc- 
tive work of the constitution, were. all op- 
posed to the initiative and referendum and 
the other instrumentalities of direct govern- 
ment. 

For the first hourjfef hie speech the senator 
from Texas quoted those historic characters 
in opposition to modern political tendencies. 
Books without number were served to him 
while he read copious extracts from these 
founders of the republic. 


Few Men in Congress Corrupt. 

The senator from Texas defended the.sen- 
ate and public men generally against present 
day attacks. 

“I have served nearly twelve years in the 
senate and before that I had a service of 
nearly ten years in the house of representa- 
tives,’’ sald Senator Bailey, ‘‘ and during that 
time I have been associated with more than 
2,000 senators and representatives. It is my 
deliberate judgment that there are not ten 
men from that number who could be bribed 
or corruptly influenced in the performance of 
their public dut¥- 

Recurring to Mr. Hearst, he said: 

“This creature, whose name is borne by a 
magazine, has repeatedly put out the im- 
preasion that practically the whole senate 
was in the pay of the Standard Oil company, 
and when he findga creature mean enough to 
steal the files of the Standard Oil company, 
the correspondence discloses that only two 
er three senators have exchanged letters 
with the Standard Oil officers. 

“This miserable dog, who has assailed me 
for years and expects to escape my denuncia- 
tion, is mistaken. I have here a magazine 
owned by one William R. Hearst, a moral 
pervert, a political degenerate, and a physi- 
cal coward.” : 

It was at this point that Senator Ashurst 
sought to interrupt and began by saying: 

“I would be false to friendship-——" 

He got no further, for Senator Bailey cut 
him off by remarking: 

“If you want to reply to him, you canmreply 
outside. You do not interrupt me for that.” 

Continuing, Mr. Bailey said of Mr. Hearst: 

“He has in thie magazine an attack on 
me in which he says that Senator B. is so 
and so in the senate. This letter te dated 


“'That is the kind of reputation the repre- 
sentatives of American people are given, 
and many times with no better basis than 
that. That is the kind of fiippant gossip 
that floats about this land, undermining the 
confidence of the people in their own insti- 
tutions, and, having tested the blood, the

to desist. 

“There is profitin the enterprise. I blush 
to own that thére is vice in my race, but I 
know, and the yellow journals know, that 


gensations sell newepapers: You can print. 


in a Washintgon paper tomorrow morning 
that next Monday they will review the life 
and services of any senator in this body, and 


point out his usefulness, patriotiem, and in- , 


‘tegrity, and there will not be 500 men buy 
the paper to read the article; but tet that 
game paper print about that eame senator 
that next Sunday it will expose, his corrup- 
tion and will bare his rascality and’ 5.000 peo- 
-ple will buy that paper and read thet article. 
“The yellow papers simply engage in this 
warfare on representative institutions as a 
matter. of merchandise, to sell their wares.”

Says Letter Expressed His Belief. 

Referring to one of his own letters that 
had been published Mr. Bailey said: 

“ The only opinion atiributed to me in this 
‘letter ie that I would be opposed to any 
law that would authorize any officer to come 
into my business place and demand to see 
my books, in order te see what profits I was 
making. Would not anybody else be opposed 
to that? I do not know whether I ever said 
that, but I suppose I did. because it expresses 
distinctly my. opinion.” 

Iéeferring to other’attacks made on con- 
press in the past,’ the senator from Texas 
said. 

*“ Other congresemen have been assailed 
before this time, but the trouble of it fe they 
could not get congress then to help assai' 
them.” 


‘Should Differ with Constituents. 

Senator Bailey declared that the way to 
bring this government back to what it once 
was and what it ought to be would be for sen- 
ators and representatives to dare to differ 
with the people and go back to their states or 
districts and debate earnestly, intelligently. 
and fully the issue and then abide the judg- 
ment of their constituents. 
' “A genator or representative who is not 
willing to surrender his office rather than to 
surrender his judgment afd his conscience 
ought not to be here. There is no danger of 
this government being undermined by the in- 
dividual corruption of senators and repre- 
sentatives. I have no fear that the time has 
come or thatthe time will ever come until 
the people themeéives are festering with cor- 
ruption. when the representatives of the peo- 
ple will be corrupted toany dangerous extent. 


All Rich.Men Not Rascals. 

“The curse of the time is that we are ap- 
pealing to ignorance and prejudice. We are 
teaching the rich that the poor ‘are their na- 
tural enemies and teaching the poor that the 
rich are their natural oppressors. 

“I do not believe that all rich men are ras- 
cale, nor do I. believe that all poor men are 
patriots. I think the good and the bad among 
the rich and the poor likewise holds about an 
even balance, and so does every other men 
think thet until -~he losses himself in the ex- 
citement of & political harangué. 

“ We have almost made it a disgrace for a 
man in the public service to be prosperous. 
They exaggerate his possessions for the very 
purpose of making the people believe that 
he has stolen it, and to make the ignorant 
believe that the rich have no sympathy for 
therm. 


Says Times Have Improved. 

* Let us demand of the rich :hat they shall 
not despise the-poor. Let us entreat the poor 
that they shall not envy the rich. Let us re- 
establish in the minds of the people that 
those whom they have trusted have not be- 
trayed them. 

“They tell me that the rich are growing 
richer and the poor poorer. It is not true. 
Some of the rich are growing richer, but 
the poor are not growing poorer. There was 
never an hour when an honest day's toil

“The first principle of saving should be sys-— 


tem, for no matter how good the intentions 
they ate of little value without a regular sys- 
tem, J have found by keeping account of every 
cent I spend I do not spend as much for trifies 
as formerly. While 50 or 60 cents does not 
sound liké much of an extravagance for a 
pound of chocolates once in a while, when you 
write it down in an account book it seems to 
assume a different aspect. 

“The greatest way of reducing living ex- 
penses that I know of in our experience has 
been the saving that I have been able to do on 
account of making all my clothes (except one 
or two tailor made costumes I have had), trim- 
ming my hats, and doing all the housework, 
including laundry work and. baking. Every 
summer I make plenty of jellies and preserves 
to last through the winter,/and in this way we 
have all the small table luxuries, which cost so 
much if you buy them ete cach 

“Ift-more housekeepers would give the same 
amount of study to household economy that 
they do to the subjects of personal appearance 
and dress they would find many ways of re- 
ducing expenses of h they now are igno- 
rant. 

‘But if you want to leat to economize try 
owning your own home, a you will be bound 
to save. ~ We bought our house a year ago, 
paying $500 cash, and have paid $600 on it 
this year, besides $200 for taxes, assessments, 
and upkeep.

Do All Their ¢ Own Sewing. 

“We do all of our own sewing and find in 
this way we can save a great deal. Just the 
other day I overheard a woman say that she had 
to pay $12 to have a perfectly plain one piece 
black velvet dress made. I was interested, for 
mother and I had just finished making me a 
perfect dear of a black velvet dress, but I’m 
sure if I had been obliged to pay a dressmaker 
$12 for making it I would have gone without 
the dress. 

“There are just the three of us—my husband, 
my mother, and myself. We all thoroughly en- 
joy reading the articles that appear in your de- 
partment from day to day, as they are a great 
help to us in our efforts to economize. 

“ Just the other day I wanted about two yards 
of the lace plaiting that is used so much for 
trimming. The cheapest I could find that was 
desirable at all was 50 cents a yard.
